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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . This action is in response to amendment filed June 2, 2006. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1 & 46 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

In accordance with 37 CFR § 1.75(i), the elements of the claim should be 
separated by indentations. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 46-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
4,634,977 to Lenz et al. 

With respect to claim 46, Lenz et al disclose a device for mapping magnetic fields 
comprising: magnetorestrictive material (38); and single mode fiber (36) of sensor fiber 
(22) as a fiber optic condition sensor. Once exposed to a magnetic field, 
magnetorestrictive material (38) imposes a strain upon sensor fiber (22), which is then 
detected by detector (34) for obtaining a strain characteristic indicative of the magnetic 
field strength. 
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With respect to claim 47, Lenz et al disclose microcomputer (112) as a data 
acquisition system connected to the sensor (22) for outputting a signal indicative of the 
detected strain characteristic, and readout (114) as a monitor for receiving the signal 
and providing an indication of magnetic field strength. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 , 3-1 4, 1 6-1 7, 1 9-24, & 44-45 are allowable over the prior art.
